Lexington Kentucky 
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How Many Horses? 


NE of the columnists was going on the other 

day about “a general paucity of racing ma- 
terial.” He fell in with three or four statistics 
and came up with this: “Thus the available racing 
material has steadily diminished regardless of 
how the number of races fluctuated. But we con- 
tinue to hear talk of ‘over production’ of horses. 
It strikes us there is something distinctly selfish 
about the attitude of an element within American 
racing today, if we may say so without ‘calamity 
howling.’ Phases of their proposals are in re- 
straint of trade.” 

This is mostly Greek, and we cannot translate 
what is meant by such terms as elements and 
But we can brush that one off until we 
know what elements are selfish and what phases 
are in restraint of trade. We would like to know, 
so that we can jump on the band wagon and come 
out against them. But the piece did indicate 
rather definitely that the writer had visions of a 
shortage of racing material. 

That may be. It wouldn’t surprise us in the 
least. But you can knock us over with a feather 
if the breeders of Thoroughbred horses are held 
responsible. They are turning out horses faster 
than ever before, and there is no disposition 
among them to do otherwise. If there is a current 
or pending shortage of horses—we hadn’t noticed 
any genuine suffering on that score—it needs to 
be explained in some other fashion. We are very 
solemn and positive that the breeders had nothing 
to do with it. 

It wouldn’t be difficult to explain on other 
grounds. For instance, California at the begin- 
ning of the war was producing about 20 per cent 
of the country’s Thoroughbreds, as the result of 
an intensive promotion of breeding in that State. 
When racing was closed in California it did not 
seem worth while to send all those horses east 
to race. For another instance, the number of 
horses actually racing is bound to be reduced be- 
cause of the lack of stable help. There’s a war 
on, and unessential businesses such as racing have 
to take what is left after the war has taken what 


phases. 
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it needs—and there isn’t much left. 

The labor shortage, of course, applies to the 
breeding farms as well as the race tracks, and 
there may be some resultant reduction in number 
of foals produced. But to anyone who fears a 
genuine shortage of racing material we assure 
him that all he needs to do is to shake a few 
coarse notes, as the boys on the back stretch call 
them, swish a handful of oats in a pan, and holler 
““Co-0-0-ope, colty!” the way Grampa used to, and 
horses will come running out of the bushes all the 
way from here to Oahu. 

THE BLoop-HorsE used to talk a lot about 
overproduction. But that issue is dead. It died, 
however, so recently that some people hadn’t 
noticed the breath of life was gone out of it. It 
died when the claiming race retreated to its 
proper place on the racing program. It will re- 
main dead just so long as the claiming race is 
kept in its proper place—and no longer. 

Given an annual program ranging from 60 per 
cent claiming races at the best tracks to 98 per 
cent at the cheapest, with the minimum purse the 
most important announcement in the condition 
books, and every additional foal that suckles a 
Thoroughbred broodmare reduces the value of 
the other foals. 

Given an annual racing program in which good 
horses and middle-class horses have ample oppor- 
tunity to run on their individual merits, without 
being herded into standardized grades of cheap- 
ness, and it will not matter how many foals are 
registered. The value of a horse will be fixed 
according to his distance from the top, not ac- 
cording to the number of horses on the bottom. 

On many occasions we have heard horsemen ex- 
press the fear that a revision of the country’s rac- 
ing programs to include fewer claiming races 
would ruin the market for cheap horses, and if 
that contention is granted, then we must grant 
the possibility that a shortage of horses might 
ensue. We did not grant that it would turn out 
that way, and the developments of recent months 
have shown an opposite trend. Now we have the 
strongest bloodstock market in history.

Cross-Purpose Standards 


HE Bioop-HorsE of June 24, in its account of 

the New Oaks won by William Woodward’s 
Hycilla, reported that Hycilla’s dam, Priscilla 
Carter, whose second dam is by Hastings, is 
barred from the General Stud Book of England, 
and added: “Thus Hycilla, if she is ever to have 
produce recognized as Thoroughbred, must be re- 
turned to the United States.” 

This provoked a reader to call up and ask why. 
If Hycilla could race in England, why couldn’t 
her produce race there? If Hycilla was recog- 
nized as a Thoroughbred in the United States, 
though not in England, why wouldn’t her produce 
be recognized as Thoroughbred in the United 
States, no matter where they were foaled? 

Well, that’s what comes of being so danged 
proper according to different standards of what is 
proper. 

In England they insist that, to be a Thorough- 
bred, a horse must trace back in all lines of its 
pedigree to animals already included in the Gen- 
eral Stud Book. This is to ignore the very patent 
fact that the American colonies assisted in devel- 
oping the race horse breed even before there was 
a General Stud Book, before even the word Thor- 
oughbred came to be applied to the breed. 

But English racing rules do not exclude non- 
Thoroughbreds from competing in their races. 
They let horses bred in America run in England 
if only the horses are in the American Stud Book. 
They let horses compete which are registered only 
in their own Half-Bred Stud Book. They would 
not, however, accept the entry of a horse regis- 
tered in the American half-bred book. 

In America there is no group of racing half- 
breds comparable to those in England and Ire- 
land, which include many of the highest-class 
horses in the British Isles. Our half-breds can- 
not race on the recognized tracks, except in jump- 
ing races, for which they may be registered for 
racing purposes only by the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association. Our American Stud Book 
will accept registry of Thoroughbreds which are 
descended from animals in the American, English, 
or French stud books, but will not accept the half- 
breds from the English half-bred book. 

Now, Priscilla Carter was a Thoroughbred by 
American standards. When she went to England 
she came under the English definitions, and her 
produce could be registered only in the half-bred 
book there. Thus they could run in England. 
Hycilla’s foals, if produced in England, can com- 
pete in races there. 

But suppose Hycilla lives and dies in England. 
Then her foals would be registered only in the 
half-bred stud book of England, and it would be 
impossible to import them to America and regis- 
ter them or their descendants as Thoroughbreds, 
because Hycilla herself would never have been 
registered in the American Stud Book. That is, 
Hycilla would have no official standing as a Thor- 
oughbred, hence her foals could not be Thorough- 
breds. So Hycilla must be brought to America 
and registered here as a Thoroughbred or else her 
descendants must fall permanently into the cate- 
gory of half-breds. 

Priscilla Carter’s first foal brought up an inter-

esting and slightly maddening phase of this mat- 
ter. In 1935, as a 4-year-old, *Alecazar was one 
of the best distance horses in England and he was 
nominated for the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, one 
of France’s outstanding races. He was to have 
started for the race, but at the eleventh hour 
someone remembered that he was not eligible to 
run. He was not a Thoroughbred; he had been 
foaled in the British Isles, the territory of the 
General Stud Book, but was not registered in the 
General Stud Book. If he had been foaled in the 
United States he would have been eligible to run, 
because he would have been registered in the 
American Stud Book. He achieved Thoroughbred 
status, by American definition, only after he had 
been imported to the United States, where his dam 
had already been registered. 

All this, of course, sounds a little silly to some- 
one who is more interested in good horses than in 
registration proprieties based upon ancient, utter- 
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ly inconsequential matters of pedigree. Perhaps, 
one of these days, we shall be able to agree, even 
across international boundaries, that the stand- 
ards for defining the word Thoroughbred should 
be based upon something more realistic. 


Free for All's Family 


HE 2-year-old luminary: Free for All comes 

from the great family of Illuminata, whose 
first-class descendants are legion. A very impor- 
tant branch is that of *Ladasine, which came to 
the United States and got her descendants thor- 
oughly contaminated with so-called “American’” 
blood, then scattered them through the stud books 
of South America. 

Panasine, third dam of Free for All, had a half- 
sister, by Disguise, called Ladasette. This Ladas- 
ette was foaled in 1908—a bad time for a race 
horse to have been foaled in the United States. 
She stayed here long enough to win the Suffolk 
Stakes as a 2-year-old, and the next year she 
made one of the great exodus of Thoroughbreds 
for South America. She settled in Chile, lived to 
a ripe age, died in 1935, left some good descend- 
ants there. One of her granddaughters, Gaby, 
produced Leonard, one of the best horses ever to 
race in Peru. 

*Ladasine had another daughter to go to South 
America. This was Rebelion II, full sister to 
Ladasette. Rebelion II went to Argentina as a 
yearling in 1909, and there in 1931 at the age of 
22 she produced Silfo, leading money winner of 
the Argentine Turf in 1934. 


Boojum's Few 


HE 1944 2-year-olds are now beginning to 

arrange themselves in order of class, and 
while this is a process that is never quite finished, 
we are beginning to make out the shape of the 
year’s heroes. There are enough of them to sug- 
gest that the juvenile crop of 1944 may represent 
a vintage year of racing talent. Certainly there 
are not many years in which so many apparently 
top-class horses were on the stage or waiting 
in the wings at the end of the first half of the 
season. 

One of the more interesting among these as- 
pirants is Burg-El-Arab, Col. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt Whitney’s colt by Boojum out of *Aporoma, 
by Hurry On. He takes on added interest because 
of the unusual nature of Boojum’s stud record. 

Boojum, an extremely fast horse by John P. 
Grier out of the stakes winner Elf, by *Chicle, 
was retired to the stud in 1932 as a 5-year-old, 
and was found to have a very low degree of fer- 
tility. In the ten “crops” of foals by him which 
have reached racing age there have been only 25 
registered foals, and in five of these years he had 
only one foal per year. But from these 25 horses 
there have come four first-class performers, 
Snark, Thingumabob, Boojiana, and Burg-El- 
Arab, and one other stakes winner, Jub Jub. 

Boojum’s stud record by years is as follows: 
1983—One foal, SNARK, stakes winner of $55,890, sire 

of Slide Rule. 
1934—One foal, JUB JUB, winner 11 races, including 

Consolation Claiming Stakes at two. 
1935—One foal, Candle Ends, winner five races. 
1936—Three foals, three winners, THINGUMABOB (win- 

ner of his first two starts, including Arlington Fu- 

turity, cut down in Sanford Stakes, his third start, 
and destroyed), Slave Charm (five wins), and Despond- 
ent (four wins at three). 

1937—One foal, Unico, winner two races.

1938—One foal, Tycoon, which raced unplaced at four. 

1939—One foal, Border Jane, a non-starter. 

1940—Six foals, one winner, Phantom Ship, winner one 
race at two. 

1941—Seven foals, three winners, BOOJIANA (stakes 
winner at two and three, one of the best of a great 
crop of fillies), King of Castle, Hoodoo. 


1942—Three foals, two winners to date, BURG-EL-ARAB 
(two starts, two wins, including Tremont Stakes), 
Future Hero. 


Recapitulation—25 foals, 13 winners, five stakes win- 
ners. 

In 1938 and 1939 Boojum was at the great King 
Ranch in Texas, where he was turned out with 
a band of broodmares in the fashion of the old 
West, in the hope that nature somehow might 
succeed in gaining for him the fertility which 
science had failed to find. The numbers increased 
encouragingly, but among the seven foals got in 
Texas there is only one winner of one race. Since 
his return to Kentucky he has sired Boojiana, 
Hoodoo, King of Castle, Burg-El-Arab, and Fu- 
ture Hero. 

In 1943 Boojum had two foals, both fillies, out 
of Enactment and Foxiana (dam of Boojiana), 
but in 1944 he had no foals at all, making a com- 
plete miss for the first time. 

Boojum has the wide-bodied symmetry and 
balanced power which sets both Thoroughbred and 
quarter horse breeders exclaiming, and most of 
his foals have run to his own type. But Burg-El- 
Arab seems to have taken much of his conforma- 
tion from his 17-hand maternal grandsire, the un- 
beaten Hurry On. When he left the farm this 
spring he stood 16 hands 1% inches or more and 
probably weighed around 1,050 pounds. If he 
happens to have inherited a good share of Hurry 
On’s stamina along with Boojum’s speed, plus a 
fair amount of soundness, he will be something to 
reckon with next year as well as this.

No Deduction 


In 1937 Churchill Downs-Latonia, Inc., operat- 
ing the Churchill Downs race track at Louisville, 
paid the State of Kentucky $205,609, representing 
license taxes for the years 1934 and 1935 and 
the interest accumulated while the payment of 
the taxes was in litigation. The track organiza- 
tion claimed income tax exemption on the pay- 
ment made in 1937. On June 20, 1944 the Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals ruled that taxes paid 
after they are due are not deductible in comput- 
ing State income tax, but allowed the deduction 
of the accumulated interest.

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Racing Family 
Portrait 


Editor’s Note—The following revealing sketch 
of the Zufelt boys and their family, by Culver 
Lytton Lee, was published recently in the War 
Horse, issued by the Bay Meadows publicity de- 
partment. Ferril Zufelt rode 15 winners at Bay 
Meadows and moved East. His brother Grant 
stayed at Bay Meadows, rode 41 winners, was 
third among the leading riders for the meeting. 


OLLEY ZUFELT arrived at his barn at Bay 

Meadows dressed in a new blue suit and with 
plenty of green in his pockets. On his face was 
a look of discontentment. Over a week ago he 
had sold his korses. His stalls were still empty, 
he had nothing to do. The scene was much too 
peaceful. No family quarrels, no arguing, no 
joking about whether Ferril or Grant would ride 
the Zufelt horses. 

Grant, sharp-faced and blonde, wasn’t crying 
“Ferril’s got the reputation, but I can ride as 
good as him! Didn’t I learn him?” 

There was a quiet reply from the youthful, 
dark-haired Ferril, “Yes, Dad, Grant’s as good a 
rider as I am. I’ve got a lot of outside mounts 
today, so let Grant ride.” 

Dad Zufelt could grunt and spit, as usual. But 
today he couldn’t snap “Can’t neither of you ride, 
or you wouldn’t be getting beat all them photo- 
finishes. I don’t like them close ones, when you’re 
so near that $1,000 and don’t get it! Grant, 
couldn’t you have got off and walked that last 
inch yesterday?” 

Being Mormons from Sigurd, Utah, the Zu- 
felts are a large family, nine boys and five girls. 
However, they are not Fundamentalists, Ferril 
hastened to add. 

“The Mormons haven’t done that for a long 
time,” he said seriously, referring to Utah Polyg- 
amists, “but it kinda looks like it’s starting up 
again.” 

The oldest Zufelt is a son, Devaun, the youngest 
a daughter, Peggy Lou. On the subject of their 
ages, there is some doubt. 

How old is Devaun?” Grant asked his father. 

“T don’t know.” 

“About 35?” 

“T guess so,” the senior Zufelt replied, “I can’t 
keep track of them.” 

“He’s 33,” Ferril put in authoritatively. 

After the same set of questions and answers, 
Peggy Lou’s age was arrived at as 11. 

Between these two are five jockeys, two of them 
now riding at Bay Meadows. 

Ralph, 25, who “used to ride bulls in the after- 
noon and horses at night at the Puyallup, Wash- 
ington, Fair” is now in the Navy. Rb, 23,— 
“that’s his name,” Grant explained, “just Rb, his 
school teacher wouldn’t go for it either, she called 
him Arby”—is in the Army. Douglas, 16, will 
start riding this fall; “he’s been galloping horses 
in the summer and going to school in the winter.” 

Grant, 26, and the father of two sons, one 2 
and the other 10 months, and Ferril, 19, are the 
active riders. Both do 112 pounds. 


According to Ferril, grandfather Zufelt was 
the original horseman in the clan. “He used to 
have horses and Dad picked it up from him.” 
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However, until Grant started riding at the 
recognized tracks, the Zufelt racing was confined 
to county fairs and half mile tracks around Utah 
and Montana. These were three- or four-day 
meetings in the fall after the grain and sugar 
beets were harvested. 

“We'd wait until three weeks before the meet- 
ings and then take the horses up and train them. 
The rest of the time we rode them around the 
ranch,” Grant said. 

After riding in the bushes for a while, the ad- 
venturesome Grant decided to go to the races. He 
packed his tack and headed for Seattle. “I liked 
it,” he said. “Most of the races I rode I win. I 
told Dad about it, I had to encourage him a little, 
and he came down with me in 1939 with Crown 
Flight. After he got here, he liked it all right, 
too. In 1940 we started Ferril out. He was pretty 
little then, but he had it in his head all right. We 
took him up to Provo, Utah, and he got in them 
rough races and did right good.” 

So they took Ferril to Longacres, where he 
won the first race he ever rode on a recognized 
track aboard a horse of his brother Don’s called 
L. Ruth. 

The Zufelts all have different ideas about the 
future. Grant wants to ride “until I do good. 
I’m determined. I’m riding better now than I 
ever did. I’d like to hit the top, ’cause I don’t like 
farming.” 

Dad Zufelt doesn’t like farming either, and he 
plans to buy some more horses, “some nice horses 
that don’t finish second. That farming’s no good,” 
be observed, “you just get lots of work 24 hours 
a day, and not fifty cents for a movie.” 

But Ferril wants to farm. “I’d like to get a 
ranch in Oregon after I get through riding, and 
have a few nice horses, as more or less a hobby. 
But they’ve got to be nice horses.” 

In the meanwhile, Ferril, who plans to go to 
New York at the conclusion of the Bay Meadows 
meeting, wants, “to win all the races I can. I’m 
not particular, but I sure would like to win the 
Derby.”

Aqueduct 


EVERAL days of threatening or drizzling 

weather held down attendance and betting at 
Aqueduct last week a little, so that the average 
daily betting for the week was only $2,058,722. 
For the first 17 days of the meeting, the average 
is $2,169,779. 

The Saturday program, featured by the Dwyer 
Stakes, was specially devoted to the sale of war 
bonds, since admission to the grandstand required 
purchase of a $25 bond, with a $100 bond neces- 
sary for club house admission. It had been de- 
cided that no heavy purchases by the track could 
be credited to the total, since the emphasis of the 
Treasury is on E bonds, or those in smaller de- 
nominations. Even so, the crowd of about 22,000 
bought bonds totaling $4,000,000, or about 20 per 


cent of the quota which has been assigned to all’ 


of the sports enterprises in New York City during 
the present war bond drive. 

The Dwyer, worth $50,000 for the first time, 
was the easiest sort of victory for By Jimminy, 
which thereby moved into the front of the 3-year- 
old picture. An allowance race for 2-year-olds 
at 54% furlongs was won by Christopher T. Chen- 
ery’s home-bred Jacforay, a son of *Foray II- 
*Jaquette, by Jackdaw. The cheapest race on the 
Saturday program was worth $3,000, and no 
claiming races were carded. 

The principal events remaining at Aqueduct 
are the Great American Stakes, for 2-year-olds, 
on June 28, and the $50,000 Brooklyn Handicap, 
on closing day, July 1. The Brooklyn, at 1% 
miles, has 34 nominations, including *Princequillo, 
Aletern, Alquest, Eurasian, Boysy, First Fiddle, 
Tola Rose, Wait A Bit, and Four Freedoms. The 
latter unexpectedly upset First Fiddle in an over- 
night handicap at 1% miles on June 19, gets in 
the Brooklyn with 116 pounds. 


Hurdler 


AMAGANSETT HURDLE HANDICAP, Aqueduct, June 20, $3,500 added, 
8-year-olds and up, 1% miles. Time, 2:51%, track muddy. Stakes 
division, $2,920, $600, $300, $150.

Since Pensive doubled the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness and then failed in the Belmont, the 
leadership of the 3-year-old division has been 
dubious. Pensive, most observers agreed, was 
still the best, but not as much the best as he had 
seemed in May, and it was still possible that a 3- 
year-old might develop to displace him, as Pensive 
had displaced Stir Up from an earlier leadership. 
There remains the suspicion that this season’s 3- 
year-olds are not from a vintage crop, but after 
the Dwyer it seemed that Pensive had a solid rival 
in By Jimminy, which missed the early classics 
with foot trouble. 

In the shorter Shevlin Stakes By Jimminy, get- 
ting six pounds from Stir Up, had beaten him 
four lengths, and in the Dwyer he got six pounds 
again. There was some question among horsemen 
(but not in front of the pari-mutuel windows) as 
to whether By Jimminy would like the ten-furlong 
distance, but it seemed obvious that he would at 
least like it as well as Stir Up. Bounding Home, 
despite his Belmont Stakes victory, was only a 
third choice, chiefly because of the weight he had 
to concede to the rest of his field. 

When the start came Lucky Draw took a slight 
lead, but By Jimminy, drawing clear of the others 
and crossing over to engage the pacemaker, 
passed him on the first turn and rapidly built up 
a clear lead. Kaytee, which had seemed a little 
sore going to the post, took third position, and 
Eddie Arcaro snugged Stir Up into fourth place, 
saving him as much as possible for the stretch. 
He was, on the back stretch, as much as nine or 
ten lengths behind the pace. Kaytee began to 
stop on the far turn, and Stir Up moved to third, 
gaining slowly but steadily on the leader. Lucky 
Draw dropped back after the mile, and Stir Up 
went after the winner. For a time in the upper 
stretch it seemed he had an outside chance to get 
up, cutting By Jimminy’s lead to about two 
lengths, but in the last furlong the leader, roused 
a little by his rider, began coming away again and 
won by four lengths. Stir Up, holding on much 
better than he had previously done in long races, 
was six lengths ahead of Lucky Draw, and Auto- 
erat was fourth after a fairly good finish. Bound- 
ing Home, though saving ground on the rails all 
the way, ran a dull race, never appearing to be a 
threat, and he finished sixth.

Arlington at Washington Park 


HE first week of the Arlington Park meeting, 

held at Washington Park in the interest of 
simplifying transportation problems, was enough 
to indicate that the prosperity which Lincoln 
Fields enjoyed moved out to Homewood with the 
racing. For the first week betting totaled $5,057,- 
208, for a daily average of $842,860. This may be 
compared favorably either with the Lincoln Fields 
average of $752,988 daily, or with Arlington 
Park’s 1943 average, which was $618,299. The 
betting on the Saturday program, June 24, was 
$1,194,110, a figure exceeded in Illinois this year 
only by the Memorial Day handle at Lincoln 
Fields. 

There was no stakes event on opening day, 
June 18, but a $5,000 overnight handicap was of- 
fered. In this John Marsch’s 4-year-old Occupa- 
tion added another success to his record, winning 
handily under 122 pounds and earning $3,250. 
This raised his lifetime earnings to $214,635, and 
moved him three places upward on the list of lead- 
ing American money-winners; he now ranks 
twenty-fourth. He won again June 26. 

The high-class Durazna, by Bull Lea—Myrtle- 
wood, made her first start of the season on the 
following day and won handily from Harriet Sue, 
another Bull Lea filly which was ranked with the 
best of her age and sex last season. A meeting 
between Durazna and Twilight Tear is now looked 
forward to as the best 3-year-old filly race the 
season could furnish. The Hyde Park Stakes 
featured the third day, and there was a tendency 
to believe that its winner, John Marsch’s Free for 
All, might be the best 2-year-old to show up in 
the Midwest this season. 

James Graf’s Omission, by Jock, won the $4,000 
Class C event which featured the racing on 
Thursday, and the Friday card was without a 
non-claiming feature. On Saturday, however, the 
card was without a claiming event. The Equi- 
poise Mile Handicap was the stakes attraction, 
and in this Calumet Farm was successful with 
Sun Again. A $3,500 handicap at six furlongs 
gave Brolite Farm’s Roman Sox, by Roman Sol- 
dier, his second victory of the week, as he had also 
won on June 21. Among the other events one of 
the most notable was a six-furlong allowance af- 
fair in which J. H. Rouse’s home-bred Three Dots, 
by Good Advice, equaled the track record by 
covering the distance in 1:10%. 

During the current week the Princess Doreen 
Stakes, for 3-year-old fillies at six furlongs and 
the Arlington Lassie Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies 
at the same distance, are the chief events, the 
Princess Doreen (which includes Twilight Tear 
and Durazna) coming on June 28, the Lassie on 
the Saturday, July 1. The following week, July 3 
through July 8, will include five days of charity 
racing which, though held under the Arlington 
Park management, represents one day for each of

John Marsch, Chicago contractor, during the 
last two seasons has dominated the country’s 
greatest 2-year-old races with colts of his own 
breeding (in which Thomas Carr Piatt is an asso- 
ciate). He won the 1942 Arlington Futurity with 
Occupation, and in the 1943 running finished first 
and second with Jezrahel and Occupy. He won 
the Washington Park Futurity and “the” Futur- 
ity at Belmont Park in both years, with Occupa- 
tion and his younger brother Occupy. The Pim- 
lico Futurity he missed, but finished second with 
Occupation, and the Breeders’ Futurity he won in 
1942 with Occupation, but lost in 1943 with Oc- 
cupy, which finished second to the filly Durazna. 

In 1942 the dams of Occupation, Occupy, and 
Jezrahel had fillies and last year Mr. Marsch 
and his partner, T. C. Piatt, consigned them to the 
yearling sales at Keeneland. Mr. Marsch then 
entered the market as a buyer and, as if the Midas 
touch had passed to him, he seems to have come 


off with a colt which just now appears capable of 
taking the measure of any other 2-year-old of the 
season. This, at least, will be a common assump- 
tion until there are developments to the contrary. 
(But the stable connections think there may be 
“a better one in the barn.” During the spring 
months Errard could outrun Free for All regular- 
ly. The son of *Challenger II—Ruddy Light is 
training again after being laid up with bucked 
shins.) 

In the consignment of Walter J. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Farm at the Keeneland yearling sales 
last summer was a very well made colt by Ques- 
tionnaire out of the *Chicle mare Panay. With 
Frank Podesta doing the bidding, Mr. Marsch 
bought him for $11,000, turned him over to Train- 
er Burley Parke, named him Free for All. 

Free for All began his career spectacularly. 
On Monday, June 19, first day of the Arlington 
Park meeting he came out for a_five-furlong 
maiden race at odds of 2 to 5, won by eight 
lengths, missed the track record, 59 seconds, by 
three-fifths of a second. Two days later he was 
7 to 10 for the Hyde Park Stakes, in which he met 
a number of youngsters which had already given 
definite indications of their class. Again he tow- 
roped his field, finished pulling up five lengths 
ahead of Don Ameche’s good Idle Hour-bred colt 
Sir Bim, with the stakes winners Icangetit and 
Best Effort close behind. Early interference af- 
fected the chances of Icangetit, Snow Boots, Come 
and Go, and Foreign Agent, but nothing seemed 
likely to have threatened the winner.

The son of Questionnaire ran the first four fur- 
longs in 45445 seconds. For five furlongs he was 
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clocked in 58 seconds, a full second faster than the 
track record for that distance, and at the finish, 
beginning to ease up, he was caught in 1:04%, 
beating Flying Streak’s 4-year-old track record by 
two-fifths of a second. Old-timers surveyed the 
colt and the racing chart. The record was much 
too brief for definite appraisal, but here, tenta- 
tively, were the makings of a top horse. 

In the fall of 1941 Warren Wright’s Calumet 
Farm offered 11 broodmares in the Lexington Fall 
Sales of the Fasig-Tipton Company, and Mere- 
worth Farm bought two of them, Lady Lark for 
$1,700 and Panay for $1,400. This was the best 
stroke of fortune that had befallen Mereworth 
since Discovery. Lady Lark’s foal of 1941 was 
the outstanding filly Twilight Tear, and the filly 
foal by Sun Teddy she was carrying at the time of 
the sale was sold as a yearling last year for 
$4,500. Panay was carrying Free for All, which 
was foaled March 3, 1942, at Mereworth; last 
year he topped the Mereworth offerings at Keene- 
land, bringing $11,000. Free for All accounted 
for his purchase price in his first two starts; he 
has now earned $11,350. In this year’s auctions 
Mereworth will offer a brown colt by *Hairan out 
of Panay.

UPPORT continued good at Delaware Park 

last week, despite rain on the week-end. There 
was no racing on Monday, June 19, as several 
Mondays have to be omitted to bring the meeting 
through its July 4 closing date without exceeding 
the maximum allowance of 30 days. 

The stakes features of the week were the 
Georgetown Steeplechase Handicap and the Polly 
Drummond Stakes, the latter coming on June 24 
and bringing out a new 2-year-old stakes winner 
in Mrs. Walter Jeffords’ Ace Card, by Case Ace. 


The current week sees the running of the Indian 


River Steeplechase Handicap on June 28, the Dia- 
mond State Stakes, for 3-year-olds at 1% miles, 
on June 29, and the New Castle Handicap, for 
fillies and mares three years old and up, on the 
Saturday, July 1. The Christiana Stakes, for 2- 
year-old colts and geldings, on July 4, is the only 
other remaining stakes event of the meeting. 

Last week the track inaugurated its series of 
war charity purses, to which, in addition to the 
purse to the owner of the winner, the track adds 
$10,000, which may be given to any one of four 
designated war charities, or divided among them 
as the winning owner prefers. The first of these 
was a rather violent affair. G. C. Greer’s Quick 
Draw got a little out of Apprentice N. Bernando’s 
control, and after knocking Donitas First back 
seriously after about five furlongs, crossed over so 
sharply on Countess Wise in the last furlong that 
the contender stuinbled and threw her jockey. 
Donitas First, owned by Longchamps Farm and 
trained by Preston Burch, finished second and got 
the race on Nick Wall’s claim of foul.

CANADA 


Requests and Opinions 


ORSEMEN attending a dinner at Toronto 
June 22 passed a resolution requesting the 
return of the Long Branch meetings to the home 
track, protested against the exorbitant tax levied 
on Canadian racing by the Dominion and Ontario 


governments, expressed opinions on other subjects. 


connected with racing above the border. 


The Long Branch meetings have been held at 
half-mile Dufferin Park, and horsemen objected 
that this decreased racing opportunities because 
it was possible to race only eight horses in Duf- 
ferin events, though 12 could start at once at the 
one-mile Long Branch track. 

The total pari-mutuel take-out at Toronto 
tracks is now 22 per cent, which, it was pointed 
out, is the highest in North America. A _ resolu- 
tion was passed to ask both the Ontario and 
Dominion governments to reconsider the tax, 
bring it more into line with taxes imposed in the 
United States. The group also commended the 
work of Canadian authorities in suppressing 
handbooks, pledged its approval to any move 
which would force betting to come through legiti- 
mate channels. 


Canadian breeders and owners apparently have 
suffered somewhat because of a lack of 2-year-old 
races, as well as a shortage of suitable 2-year- 
olds. It was suggested that more 2-year-old races 
be scheduled, and that races drawing fewer than 
five starters be allowed to go, even without bet- 
ting if necessary. The increased purses in the 
United States have made it increasingly difficult 
for Canadian owners to purchase horses out of 
the Dominion, and it was suggested that a $1,000 
minimum claiming price be adopted. 


Other suggestions: that claiming races be writ- 
ten for a definite claiming price, not for “spreads” 
(such as races for a claiming price of $3,000, with 
allowances to horses entered to be claimed for less 
than this price down to $2,000); that horses en- 
tered in a race which fails to fill be given the same 
preference as is accorded to horses which are ex- 
cluded from a race in the draw; that all purse 
monies advertised be actually distributed, with the 
endowment of stakes or other races which fail to 
fill distributed over the rest of the program.

MASSACHUSETTS 


Suffolk Downs 


HE end of the first six weeks of the 60-day 
Suffolk Downs meeting found the Boston 
track with a betting total of $29,896,147 for the 
35 racing days (the card on the day of the inva- 
sion was canceled), or a daily average of $854,176. 
This was a little below the average of the meeting 
up to last week, when extremely hot and occa- 
sional rainy weather held down attendance to a 
small degree. Rain or shine, of course, the meet- 
ing is well ahead of 1943 figures, and the present 
meeting will be a record for the track as far as 
betting goes. The 1943 daily average was 
$632,643 for 78 days of racing, since last year 
Suffolk ran an additional three weeks when the 
Rockingham Park summer meeting was canceled. 
The principal event on Monday, June 19, was 
an allowance affair for non-winners of two races 
other than claiming this season, and the winner 
was H. H. Polk’s Dream Parade, by Dress Parade. 
On the following day two Class D events were of- 
fered, each with a $2,000 purse. The sprint in 
this class went to Ber-Mar Farm’s Double Fea- 
ture, by Psychic Bid, and the other event, at 1%6 
miles, was won by Level and Gorman’s High 
Name, by Jack High. Two Class C sprints, both 
for $2,500, were the best races on Wednesday, the 
winners being Max Marmorstein’s Black Swan, 
by Burgoo King, and I. J. White’s Little Hoops, 
by Glastonbury. 

On Thursday, a $2,500 allowance race was won 
by F. Wyse’s War Gleam, by Man o’ War, the 
colt galloping in eight lengths ahead of his near- 
est competitor, and the Friday card’s best race 
was a Class D event won by F. D. Rice’s Sun- 
tegra, by Sun Teddy. The Constitution Handicap, 
won by Cavatorta, was the stakes on Saturday, 
and there were four allowance races. Two of 
these went to E. S. Moore’s Circle M Ranch, which 
won a race for 3-year-olds and up with the 3-year- 
old All Bright, by *Blenheim II—Flamante, and 
a 2-year-old race at five furlongs with Bullium, by 
*Bull Dog—Coronium, sold at Keeneland last 
summer for $5,600. Of the others, G. T. Strother 
won a sprint with Salvo, by War Admiral—Split 
Second, and a one-mile purse for 4-year-olds and 
up was taken by Mrs. H. P. Bonner’s Reaping 
Glory, by Reaping Reward—Primrose.

THE DEATH OF CONGREVE 


N Associated Press dispatch from Buenos 

Aires under date of June 26 noted that the 
famous sire Congreve died that day at the age of 
20 at the Haras Ojo de Agua. 

To breeders and owners of Thoroughbred horses 
in North America the name of Congreve had been 
made familiar through the performances of 
*Kayak II, which Charles S. Howard bought out 
of a sale in Buenos Aires and brought to the 
United States to win the Santa Anita Handicap 
and numerous other top races and earn $213,205. 
But “Kayak II was only one among many out- 
standing racers got by Congreve; in South Amer- 
ica the son of Copyright has made such a record 
that he must be ranked among the greatest stal- 
lions of the world. 

Foaled in 1924, Congreve was a brown horse by 
the leading sire Copyright (son of the Kentucky- 
bred Tracery, son of *Rock Sand) out of Per Noi, 
by Perrier (by Persimmon, son of St. Simon), sec- 
ond dam My Queen, by Batt (son of Sheen). He 
was probably the best horse of his year on the 
tracks, winning 11 of his 18 starts in Argentina 
and earning 247,571 pesos there. After winning 
the Polla de Potrillos (Two Thousand Guineas 
equivalent) at three, he suffered an accident 
which prevented his racing for some time, and 
thus missed the later classics, but his record for 
1927 was five wins and one second from six 
starts. He continued to race until 1930, and in 
addition to his Argentine winnings he won the 
Gran Premio Municipal in Uruguay and placed in 
other races there, bringing his total earnings to 
329,570 pesos. 

At the famous old Haras Ojo de Agua Congreve 
was retired to the stud in 1931 and he grew into a 
stallion of striking beauty, to judge from his pic- 
tures. His first crop revealed his remarkable pre- 
potence; it included 22 registered foals, of which 
18 were winners, including Ix, winner of the two 
principal classics of the Argentine Turf, the Gran 
Premio Jockey Club and Gran Premio Nacional. 
Then followed a remarkable succession of top-

The only year in 
which he held a lower rank was in 1938, when he 
was seventh on the list of sires; that was the year 
“Kayak II became a 3-year-old, but he was in the 
United States. Congreve has now led the list in 
Argentina in four of the last five years and he 

yas second in the other year, 1942. 

In the 3-year-old classic races in Argentina 
Congreve’s record is distinguished. In the nine 
years his get have raced he has had five winners 
of the Gran Premio Nacional; these were Ix, 
Quemaita, Embrujo, La Mission, and Avestruz. 
The Gran Premio Jockey Slub has been won by 
four, Ix, Medicis, Embrujo, and La Mission. The 
Polla de Potrillos (for colts) has been won by 
Medicis, Embrujo, and Zurrun. The two princi- 
pal classics for fillies, the Polla de Potraneas and 
the Premio Seleccion were both won in successive 
years, 1939 through 1942, by Congreve’s daugh- 
ters. The Seleccion was not run in the years 
1935-38, so that four of its five renewals since it 
was revived have fallen to daughters of Congreve. 
Heil, La Mission, Blackie, and Dalilah won the 
Polla de Potrancas, and three of them won the 
Seleccion; La Mission, one of the greatest fillies 
ever to race in Argentina, finished second in the 
Seleccion behind her stablemate Judea, also by 
Congreve. 

Through 1943 the get of Congreve had won 445 
races and 3,866,425 pesos in Argentina only, a 
record total for that country, and they have also 
won large amounts in other South American coun- 
tries and in the United States. In 1940 Con- 
greve’s get ran up record earnings for one year, 
855,660 pesos. (The peso is worth about 23 
cents.)

CALIFORNIA 


Summary for Bay Meadows 


HE cancellation, or postponement, of racing in 

southern California at a time when the return 
of the sport seemed almost an accomplished fact 
after two and a half years of frustration, was a 
bitter disappointment to breeders and owners in 
that State. Hollywood Park and the lesser Del 
Mar, sharing in the current wartime rush of 
business, would have provided excellent oppor- 
tunities for California’s dammed-up racing re- 
sources and provided relief for breeders who have 
been carrying on in spite of difficulties. 

But the disappointment was salved to some ex- 
tent by the unprecedented success of the 65-day 
meeting which closed recently at Bay Meadows, a 
few miles south of San Francisco at San Mateo. 
When the racing had been finished there on Satur- 
day, June 19, General Manager William P. Kyne 
announced a set of figures like nothing northern 
California had ever before produced. 

A total of $690,706.19 had been realized for war 
relief, Army and Navy hospitals, veterans re- 
habilitation, etc., donations going to more than 
two score organizations. This amount, along with 
the $1,175,630 previously raised, made a grand 
total of $1,866,336.19 for charity from the Bay 
Meadows meeting's in the last three years. 

The totalizator handled $26,314,730 plus $977,- 
444 in the daily double pools (this is the only 
track where the daily double bets are handled in 
a totalizator), a grand total of $27,292,174, daily 
average $419,879, breaking the aggregate and 
average records established at the 64-day 1943 
fall meeting. The daily average last fall was 
$345,325. On May 30 the machines handled $1,- 
013,738, a one-day record in northern California. 

Attendance totaled 350,798, including 62,440 
men and women in the armed services. 

Bay Meadows’ taxes paid to the State for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 will be $2,363,588.16, 
the largest sum ever paid to California in a fiscal 
year by any race track in the State. The spring 
meeting produced $1,337,536.86 of this total. 

Apprentice Gene Pederson was the leading 
rider of the meeting, with 53 winners. Hedley 
Woodhouse was second with 42, Grant Zufelt 
third with 41. Willie Molter saddled 34 winners 
to lead the trainers, and Al G. Tarn, who was 
second among the trainers with 27 wins, was the 
leader among the owners with the same 27. 

A total of 209 horses were claimed during the 
meeting for a total of $320,650, and horsemen 
paid the State $8,016.25 in sales taxes on the 
claims. In 50 days last spring there were 45 
claims for a total of $62,600. 

The Lassie Handicap, purse $5,000, for 2-year- 
old fillies at five furlongs, run June 14, fell to the 
extreme outside in a field of eight, A. Ichelson’s 
Valdina Gloss, a brown filly by Osculator out of 
Swept Up, by Sweep. She was bred, as her name 
and pedigree indicate, at Valdina Farms in Texas, 
and was ridden by Grant Zufelt. 

The Juvenile Handicap, purse $5,000, five fur- 
longs, run June 15, was for 2-year-old colts and 
geldings. It brought a two-length victory for the 
Northway Stud’s Quick Reward, a brown colt by 
Reaping Reward out of Fast Stride, by Display, 
bred by Mereworth Farm and sold at Keeneland 
last summer for $4,500. This colt, which carried 
top weight of 125 pounds, including Ralph Neves, 
has now won three of his five starts and finished 
second and third in the other two.

MICHIGAN 


Detroit 


HE long summer meeting at Detroit, scheduled 

for 73 days, is currently about half over, the 
program of June 24 being the thirtieth racing day. 
Support continues to be excellent, the pari-mutuei 
average through that date being $506,481 daily. 
The practice continues of holding the first race at 
4:30 except on Saturdays and holidays. 

The Monday program, June 19, proved a field 
day for the stable of T. C. Melrose, trained by H. 
Hoffman, with Mike Caffarella doing the riding. 
The stable won a $4,000 sprint with Valdina Dart, 
by Teddy’s Comet, a $2,000 allowance purse with 
Crimson Tide, by *Cohort, and a $4,000 handicap 
at 1446 miles with Our Merrick, by Okapi. 

The Wednesday card also included two $4,000 
races and one at $3,500. Caffarella again rode 
the winner of the feature, Kentuckiana Stable’s 
Ok Sugar, by Okapi, which won at 1%6 miles, 
The other two races were sprints, the winners 
being Lt. Com. T. D. Buhl’s Likeasnot, by Sweep 
Like, and Abraham Hirschberg’s Plaidloch, by 
Pharloch. 

On Saturday Jockey Johnny Adams, who had 
been riding with only ordinary success during the 
week, went on a winning streak that netted him 
five winners, including one dead heat. The first 
four races on the card were combination affairs, 
and Adams won them all, splitting the third with 
Jockey C. L. Martin. 

The featured event was a $7,500 handicap at 
1%.6 miles, and this went smartly to Bomar Sta- 
ble’s Hi Neighbor, by *Castel Fusano, bred by 
Harrie B. Scott. A $3,000 handicap for 2-year- 
olds at five furlongs was won by J. C. Ellis’s Quin- 
tero, by Appealing. The other two races were 
also combination races, and it was in one of these 
that Jockey Adams scored his fifth victory, his 
fifty-first of the meeting. 


Aftermath of the Fire 


Two horses first listed as lost in the fire at 
Detroit June 17 have been since discovered to be 
alive, and one fatality has been added to the list. 
Three Roses, by 
out of the George White stable shortly before the 
fire, and Edward I. Codley’s Islam Girl, by Islam, 
was later located alive. It was determined, how- 
ever, that James Tupper’s Bright Scene, a 2-year- 
old filly by Sceneshifter, was lost. 

The Detroit Horsemen’s Relief Fund, which had 
already distributed $4,900 in $100 lots to stable- 
hands who had lost all or nearly all of their per- 
sonal possessions, announced last week that it 
would make additional use of its funds to help re- 
place stable equipment and horses lost in the fire. 
The same organization paid for the funeral of 
David Scott, who died in the fire, and is caring 
for the hospital expenses of several persons who 
were injured. The association expected to spend 
about $25,000 in assistance. 

On June 23 a second man, Alexander Bori, was 
arrested in connection with the fire. Leroy (Peg- 
leg) McCammish, who was reported to have con- 
fessed responsibility for the blaze, was arraigned 
on a charge of murder June 26, entered a plea of 
not guilty. Bori, whose connection with the mat- 
ter has not been explained, is an acquaintance of 
McCammish, is at a Detroit hospital recovering 
from burns received during the fire.

MARTIN N. NATHANSON 


NE of the ablest, oldest, most honored officials 

of American racing was Martin N. Nathan- 
son, who died Tuesday night June 20, in the Swed- 
ish Covenant Hospital at Chicago. On the previ- 
ous Sunday the 83-year-old former official had 
suffered an attack of coronary thrombosis in his 
apartment. 

A native of Albany, N. Y., born August 6, 1861, 
Mr. Nathanson had his early education there, 
then entered Northwestern University at Chicago 
to study chemistry. He set up as a practicing 
chemist, but quickly turned to newspaper work for 
the old Chicago Record, then for the Chicago 
Herald. This brought him in contact with racing, 
and at Roby, Ind., in 1894, he became a steward 
while still acting as racing correspondent. Even- 
tually he left off his newspaper work and for 
more than forty years he served various tracks 
as an official. 

He was for many years a racing secretary and 
handicapper and later served in the stewards’ 
stand at many tracks. Many of today’s promi- 
nent officials had part of their training through 
association with him. They and the horsemen 
with whom he worked honored him as an official 
of extraordinary ability. In handicapping and 
conditioning races he was a perfectionist who in- 
sisted upon hard work and thoroughness. As a 
steward he was a disciplinarian with strict prin- 
ciples, but with such an understanding that he 


In the latter event, however, he carried top weight of 126 pounds. 


held the respect and admiration of those who felt 
the sting of his whip. 


Mr. Nathanson was a strong advocate of claim- 
ing races because they “keep horses running 
where they belong and give everbody a chance.” 

A few years ago an interviewer asked him to 
name the most thrilling race he ever saw, and he 
named two, the Suburban Handicap of 1897, won 
by Ben Brush, and the Twin Cities Handicap of 
1885 which fell to Bersan, at the old Coney Island 
track on Long Island. 


In 1938 Mr. Nathanson retired from active 
service at the age of 77, and he spent his final 
years in Chicago. He is survived by a sister, Mrs. 
Jennie M. Cohn, and a nephew, Edwin Cohn.

More from Valdina 


ENRY KNIGHT, getting on toward the last 

of the huge draft of horses he purchased last 
winter from Valdina Farms in Texas, recently 
sold 22 broodmares with foals at side to a group 
of Mexican breeders and owners. Shortly after- 
wards he sold to O. R. Mitchell, of San Antonio, 
Texas, the stallions Osculator and *Knight’s 
Caprice and a group of ten barren mares. 

From his Valdina purchase Mr. Knight now has 
left only the stallions Teddy’s Comet and Valdina 
Orphan, seven barren mares, and a group of 
about 25 yearlings. These have been settled in 
Kentucky, and Valdina Farm is no longer a center 
of Thoroughbred breeding. 

The mares sold to Mr. Mitchell were Cleanser, 
Fast Heels, Greedy, Hidden Dust, Imperial Polly, 
Lady Hostage, Peloria, Sweet Beam, Swept Up, 
and Swift Light. 

Osculator, which the late E. F. Woodward pur- 
chased out of the Shoshone Stud dispersal in the 
fall of 1935 for $18,000, is a bay horse, foaled in 
1929, by Pompey out of Some More, by *Poly- 
melian. *Knight’s Caprice is a black horse, foaled 
1935, by Knight of the Garter (by Son-in-Law) 
out of Gay Caprice, by Cygnus (by Sunstar). He 
was a good stakes winner in England and Ireland, 
and entered the stud in Ireland in 1941. The same 
year he was imported by Mr. Woodward, and his 
first American foals are now yearlings.

Thoroughbred Club 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, meeting at 
the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, June 24, gave its 
final approval to the text of a letter addressed to 
The Jockey Club and asking that organization “to 
initiate action directed toward complete recogni- 
tion of the American Stud Book by the General 
Stud Book authority in England.” The letter 
was read by J. A. Estes, chairman of a committee 
appointed some weeks ago and including also Ar- 
thur B. Hancock and Dr. Dewey G. Steele. It rec- 
ommended no specific procedure, but offered the 
assistance of the club. 

The members also heard Glen W. Tomlinson 
and Charles A. Kenney, managers respectively of 
Elmendorf Farm and Coldstream Stud, discuss 
their experiences with the forced-air method of 
curing hay indoors. Mr. Tomlinson, carrying the 
experimentation a little further than it had previ- 
ously gone, had built a double set of air ducts 
along the ground in a “Madden shed,” and had 
cured a crop of alfalfa with apparent success. 

Mr. Tomlinson said that the system of ducts 
was constructed in such a way that the green hay 
could be stacked in one end of the shed and the air 
forced through it until cured, and then the same 
operation could be repeated by filling the other 
end and changing the air gate. This arrangement 
was effected in order that the hay might be baled 
without having to move it into a loft for curing, 
out for baling, and in again. The cost of electric 
current for the operation, Mr. Tomlinson esti- 
mated, was $1.69 a ton.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


GREENTREE AND HUDSON PARKS 


OR years it has been taken for granted in met- 

ropolitan New York that eventually there 
would be a great race track in New Jersey just 
across the Hudson River from Manhattan, sur- 
passing in size and elegance any track now op- 
erating. It has also been taken for granted that 
on the New York side of the river there was very 
likely to be such a track, and that the new track 
on the New York side would represent something 
of a hazard, if not an actual lethal stroke, for 
upstate Saratoga, where tradition lies deepest and 
profits thinnest. 

Between the New York and New Jersey super- 
tracks there would be the possibility of a conflict, 
and necessarily there has been concern on both 
sides of the Hudson as to where the advantage 
may fall. 

All this has been largely talk, plus an occasion- 
al comment from a columnist. But nothing much 
of a definite nature has been said. 

This spring Bill Corum, columnist on the New 
York Journal-American, put into print some notes 
on a race track to be built on Long Island after 
the war, and suggested that it be called Greentree 
Park and run chiefly for the public benefactions 
which might ensue from its operations. A few 
days ago New York newspapers used Major L. A. 
Beard, general manager of the Greentree Stable 
racing and breeding interests, as authority for the 
statement, without direct quotation, that the 
Whitney family was interested in the idea. In 
Lexington this week Major Beard confirmed this 
statement, but did not enlarge upon it. 

The mention that the “Greentree” family—Mrs. 
Payne Whitney, her daughter Mrs. Charles S., 
Payson, and her son Col. John Hay Whitney—was 
interested in the nebulous Greentree Park did, 
however, bring an immediate response from 
Jersey. 

Fred Ryan, secretary of the New Jersey State 
Racing Commission, announced that the Hudson 
Park Racing Association had applied fora license 
to build a track just across the Lincoln Tunnel 
from Manhattan—something like eight minutes 
from Forty-second Street and Broadway. 

Hudson Park’s plans were well along. Nelson 
Dunstan, Daily Racing Form’s columnist, said 
that a few weeks ago he had seen the drawings 
and landscaping pictures and that it would be 
“one of the most beautiful tracks anywhere in the 
world.” Eugene Mori, who came into racing 
brand-new to make a success of Garden State 
Park across the State at Camden, was sitting at 
the head of the table in the planning for Hudson 
Park, and presumably John Sloan, former New 
York racing commissioner, had made the plans; 
Mr. Sloan’s ideas, put into practice at Garden 
State Park and the Hipodromo de las Americas, 
apparently have already begun to change the na- 
ture of race track design and architecture. 

Greentree Park was to be located on a spot 
much closer to the heart of New York City than 
any of the tracks now operating on Long Island, 
and presumably it would also be a revelation of 
modern design, practical convenience, and beauty. 
It was not as far along as Hudson Park, but per- 
haps it was beginning to take shape. 

Sportsmen the country over hoped it was. New 
York racing long ago outgrew its quarters. 

Meantime, not only Saratoga, but New York’s 
other tracks wondered where they would come 
in—or go out.

HROUGH the racing of June 24 (with one day 

of racing at Bay Meadows unaccounted for), 
the English sire Hyperion still held first place on 
the American sire list, almost entirely through the 
successes of Pensive, imported in utero.

Dispersal of a Noted Stud 


ELBOURNE, May 6.—Buyers representing 

Australian-wide interests as well as New 
Zealand and the United States were represented 
at the dispersal sale of the Thoroughbred stock of 
the Underbank Stud of Sol Green, held on Thurs- 
day, May 4. For the seventy-odd lots sold the 
total was 41,800 guineas and the broodmares, par- 
ticularly those purchased in England, fetched 
prices that probably will stagger their English 
breeders if they happen upon this paper. [The 
Australian guinea is about $3.30.—Ed. ] 

Mr. Green, former leviathan bookmaker, and 
benefactor, has decided to forsake breeding Thor- 
oughbred stock for cattle on his Underbank estate 
about forty miles from Melbourne. He has been 
breeding horses in Victoria for nearly forty years 
and among those he imported to this country were 
Comedy King, Lo Zingaro, Actor, Verbius, Son 0’ 
Mine, and the lovely black horse Gothic, a son of 
Tracery. When he bought broodmares he bought 
among the best circles in England and perhaps he 
has not had the rewards his enterprise and money 
deserved. 

Not long ago Mr. Green gave £50,000 to be 
placed in trust for the building of homes for sol- 
diers returned from this war and no doubt this 
sum will be augmented ereatly later in his life. 
His public benefactions in Melbourne are mani- 
fold and his name will be long remembered in this 
country for his charitable work. 

It was a cold, bleak day at Underbank on 
Thursday last but hundreds of people turned up. 
One man traveled 1,500 miles from the desert 
country of South Australia and another flew from 
New Zealand to attend the sale for New Zealand 
clients who operated on a fairly large scale. 

Actor, a good race horse in France a few years 
ago, by Ortello—Actrice, by Achtoi, sold for 1,750 
guineas and Lo Zingaro (he was placed in an 
English St. Leger and is by Solario) went for 
1,050 guineas. Another sire named Charles Fox 
(by Son o’ Mine from the Clarissimus mare Bril- 
liance) fetched 210 guineas and was cheap at this 
price. Brilliance was, by the way, shot by a 
rabbiter a few years ago. 

English-bred mares brought sensational prices 
and there is not the slightest doubt that the brood- 
mares with foals at foot were responsible for 
the most remarkable sale of its kind in Australia.

Blue Orchid was purchased by H. G. Raymond 
and H. G. Ranken, owners of famous St. Albans 
Stud near Melbourne. W. J. Smith, of St. Aubin’s 
Stud in New South Wales, purchased Grand 
Escape, Helleniqua, and None So Gay. About 
four years ago Mr. Smith paid 10,500 guineas for 
the sires Ajax and Manitoba, which he has at St. 
Aubin’s. 

D. J. Davis of California (U. S. A.) was the 
purchaser of Sunshine Lady and her Actor colt 
and no doubt, when shipping space permits, they 
will be sent across the Pacific. It was Mr. Davis 
who gave 160 guineas for *Phar Lap as a year- 
ling in New Zealand and later raced that great 
horse with the trainer, Harry Telford, who bid 
for Sunshine Lady on Thursday. Mr. Davis has 
not been in Australia since *Phar Lap went to 
America to win the Agua Caliente Handicap in 
Mexico in 1982. 

Kooba Stud in New South Wales secured Cla- 
mella and Senorita, and the agent for Wright 
Stephenson, Ltd. (leading New Zealand blood- 
stock salesmen) made his long air voyage worth 
the money by operating in a big way and securing 
Foxberry (by Son-in-Law) for 400 guineas, Miss 
Vixen, Orange Pink, Virginia Waters, and Fair- 
est. 

H. A. Wolfe, who was acting on behalf of two 
budding studmasters, bought more lots than any 
other ringside operator. Mr. Wolfe accompanied 
*Phar Lap on his ill-fated trip to the United 
States and is one of the best known racing press- 
men in Australia. 

Many English and American racing men will 
remember Helleniqua. She is identical with the 
little mare which won the Cambridgeshire in Eng- 
land and something like 15 races in France and 
was purchased by Mr. Green and Mr. Wolfe at the 
English December sales in 1938. Messrs. Green 
and Wolfe made the trip together to buy mares 
for Underbank and they spent something like 
£20,000. One mare which cost about 400 guineas 
sold for more than 2,000 guineas on Thursday. 

The sale was conducted conjointly by Mackin- 
non and Cox, of Melbourne, and William Inglis 
and Son, of Sydney.

A Note on David 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorsE: 

Your “Notes on Racing in Australia” are a 
very interesting section of THE BLOooD-HORSE to 
me, particularly as I generally find reference to 
horses I know very well from watching them in 
their racing career and painting their portraits 
during 19 years in that country. 

In the June 10 issue the notice of David’s Last 
brings to mind a typical sporting incident con- 
nected with David. Norman Falkener, who owned 
him, had the bad luck to get nothing but seconds 
from this fine stayer, and one day in the Mel- 
bourne Club his friends were twitting him about 
it and urging him to sell the horse. His brother, 
Ottway, at once offered him £5,000 for the horse 
and Norman replied he would not sell him for 
less than £10,000. Ottway then offered to toss 
him £10,000 or nothing and in two minutes he won 
the horse for nothing, after which he started win- 
ning important races for his new owner. 

Later, I was with the family when David was 
winning a great race at Randwick. Just in front 
of us he faltered and finished the race on three 
legs. His shoulder was dislocated or broken. They 
slung him and put his shoulder in plaster, after 
which he lived to produce many fine horses as a 
sire. David was an upstanding black horse of 16 
hands. In all he was not unlike *Bull Dog was 
ten years ago. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


In a different field, I was present when the 
Falkener famed Boonoke Merino Stud Farm made 
two world-record prices for rams. The old rec- 
ord stood at £8,000 when one of their breeding 
fetched £10,000, and the same week one of theirs 
was knocked down for £12,000. 

I painted for Norman Falkener Comedy King, 
a great sire, David, Yippingale, etc. Among others 
I painted in Sydney and Melbourne were Musket, 
Mersey, Carbine, Wallace, Trafalgar, and Spear- 
head, by Spearmint, English son of Carbine. This 
family’s bloodline is now potent through “*Sir 
Gallahad III and others. I also painted Wakeful, 
Australia’s greatest mare, Trenton, Heroic, Poi- 
trel, Worak, Lanius, and many for the’ Australian 
Jockey Club of Sydney. Among them was Beau- 
fort beating Gloaming in the Spring Stakes, the 
fourth sensational contest between two outstand- 
ing horses. The picture was 7% feet long. 

While in Australia I was invited to go to Milan 
to paint Ortello, by *Teddy. I painted that horse 
in Milan and in Paris for the French Jockey Club 
when he won the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, beat- 
ing Lady Granard’s *Kantar and Baron Oppen- 
heim’s Oleander.
